beef 30 to 32 kronen; white bread 
and eggs 1.40 each; sugar 30 a 
kilo; new potatoes, & to 7; butter 
60 kronen, the dollar brings about 
31 kronen at present. 

(A litre is about one-fifth of a 
gallon and a kilo about two pounds.) 
In fifteen days the Serbs expect 
to admit private shipments from 
Fiume into Croatia, save those of 
Italian origin.

with the issue of 8,000,000 francs 
in boncs of the Central Mexican 
Ratiroad tn 1910. 

M. Rochette throws the respon- 
sibility on his associate, M. Car- 
bonneau, now dead, who he claims 
sent part of the funds realized from 
the sale of the bonds to a Mexican 
named Madero, who used them for 
revolutionary propaganda in that 
country. 

[Henri Rochette was arrested in 
1908 charged with wholesale swind- 
ling in connection with the operation 
of bucket shops, it being allezed 
that $20,000,000 was involved. Re- 
leased on bail, he remained at lib- 
erty until 1912, when ke disap 
peared. He was tecated in Mexico 
City later and occupied a position 
close to Franciaco Madero, then 
President of Mexico. The Freach 
government demanded his extradi- 
tion but he again disappeared and 
took refuge in Switzerland. In 
October, 1916, Rochette was found 
in an automobile section of the 
ha army and placed under ar- 
reat.

President Wilson, as many liquor 
dealers in the country believe, is 
going to take action before July 1 to 
knock out war-time prohibition, 
Daniel C. Roper, commissioner of 
internal revenue, knows nothing 
about it. : 

“I see no reason to doubt,” said 
Mr. Roper today, “that the war- 
time prohibition as provided in the 
Agricultural Bill approved Novem- 


ber 21, 1918, will become effective 
July 1.” 

Commissioner Roper added that 
the internal revenue bureau would 
continue to enforce the liquor tax 
laws as related to alcoholic bever- 
ages until they are repealed by 
Congressional provision, which 
Secretary of the Treasury Glass rec- 
ommends should be incorporated in 


the pending prohibition enforce- 
ment measures. 
“The bureau will,” Mr. Roper 


said, “in accordance with the opin- 
ton of the Attorney-General continue 
to sell stamps to applicants with the 
distinct understanding that the pur- 
chase and possession of such stamps 
in nowise authorizes the manufac- 
ture or sale of beverages for which 
such stamps may be intended” 

Commissioner Roper, in'a letter 
to the House Judiciary Committee, 
which is preparing prohibition 
enforcement legisiation, recom- 
mends appointment of a prohibition 
commissioner in the Department of 
Justice, who would have charge of 
the enforceemnt of war-time pro- 
hibition. 


STATE WETS FILE NEW SUIT.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 21.—A 
suit to restrain the United States 
attorney here from prosecuting in- 
fractions of the war-time prohibi- 
tion act was filed here today by 
representatives of the local liquor 
interests, it was anounced by the 
California Wet Federation. The 
action covers all points not covered 
by the suit brought by a Napa 
vineyardist to restrain the govern- 
ment from enforcing the same law 
in regard to wines, it was an- 
nounced. 

Decision to cable President Wilson 
for a proclamation to rescind the 
war-time prohibition measure was 
reached at a meeting of the Cal- 
ifornia State Viticultural Commis- 
sion here today. 

The action for the restraining 
order was filed by Walter F. Lynch, 
Stockton attorney. It invokes the 
ratification of the national prohibi- 
tion amendment as a bar against 
war-time prohibition on the ground 
that the action of Congress in sub- 
mitting and the States in ratifying 
the amendment renders void* the 
previously passed war-time rmieas- 
ure. The action is supported by 
the Wet Federation and its allied 
interests.

ULTIMATUM TO STRIKERS. 


Beach Phone Girls Must Return to Work 
Today; Pickets Withdrawn. 


Further evidence that the tele- 
Phone strike in Southern California 
is doomed to failure was contained 
yesterday in reports from most of 
the cities affected, indicating that 
many of the “hello” girls are losing 


faith in the strike movement and 
are seeking reinstatement in their 
former positions at the switchbeard. 

At Leong Beach, one of the few 
cities where the telephone company 
has not filled the jobs vacated by 
the strikers, the striking employees 
of the Union Home Telegraph and 
Telephone Company were ngtified 
that they are given twenty-four 
hours, dating from 4 p.m. yesterday 
afternoon, in which to return to 
work. 

The ultimatum was posted con- 
spicuously on the property of the 
telephone concern early in the day 
following the receipt of a telegram 
from Postmaster-General Burleson. 
The notice read: 

“Pursuant to advice of the Post- 
master-General, our corporation 
having started negotiations with its 
employees through the Internation- 
al Brotherhood of Electric Workers, 
each of you are hereby given twen- 
ty-four hours in which to return to 
work, 

[Signed] 

“Union Home Telegraph and Tele- 
phone Company. 

“By C. lL. Austin, superintendent.” 

Officers of the company refused 
to make any statement as to what 
course would be taken in the. event 
the employees refused to return. 

PICKETS WITHDRAWN. 

In this city the local telephone 
company experienced the most 
peaceful day in the brief history of 
the strike, if any of the previous 
Gays could have been termed any- 
thing but peaceful. This tranquillity 
was due, A. B. Cass, president of 
the company stated, to the with- 
drawal of all the pickets from the 
vicinity of the company properties. 
The pickets were withdrawn follow- 
ing the obtaining Friday of a tem- 
porary injunction by the telephone 
officials preventing the picketing by 
strikers. This will be argued next 
Friday. 

Mr. Cass stated last night that 
many of the old operators have al- 
ready returned to work and that 
the new operators are rapidly learn- 
ing the operation pf the switch- 
board. This work is speeded up 
through the efficient schools main- 
tained by the company to train new 
operators. 

IN OUTSIDE TOWNS. 

Athambra reported that, though 
all men on the force are still out and 
only half of the operators are work- 
ing. the service has not been inter- 
rupted. So favorable are the ex- 
isting conditions in this city that no 
new operators are to be emplowed. 

In Pasadena most of the Home 
Telephone Company operators are 
still at their posts. The only walk- 
outs have been a few individual ones 
and the company is keeping its 
force well filled up, leaving no in- 
terruption in the service.

RAGE AGAINST TERMS. 


CLEMENCEAU'’S LETTER IS 
CALLED “A DOCUMENT OF 
SHAMELESS LIES.”

BERLIN, June 19 (via Copen- 
hagen, June 20.)--All the newspa- 
pers appeared this morning after 
the strike bearing such headlines as 
“The death sentence” and “The En- 
tente’s ultimatum” in thelr largest 
type, extending across their first 


pages, 

The most energetic in opposition 
to signing the treaty were, of 
course, the reactionary organs. 

Count von Reventlow the 
Deutsche Tages Zeitung excelled in 
vituperative language against the 
Versailles council, calling the letter 
accompanying the treaty “a docu- 
ment of shameless Mes,” and call- 
ing upon the German people never 
to forget this “most infamous ex- 
ample of refined lying and robbing.” 
He thought that 
must and would refuse to sign, since 
the present conditions, he insists, 
were just as unacceptable and as 
incapable of execution as the orig- 
inal ones. 

“The enemy is threatening war- 
like measures, which he will surely 
put into action,” the Count wrote. 
“This we must bear in mind, and 
drop any fllusions regarding differ- 
ences among the Entente powers. 
All we must remember is that to 
sign these conditions could by no 
means improve our situation, but 
would only make it worse and mur- 
der honor altogether. 

“It seems that the Entente is 
reckoning with some independent 
socialist government whieh will sign, 
and French agents are said to be 
already in communication with the 
independent leaders.” 

The Kreus Zeitung and the Tazc- 
lische Rundschau expressed much 
the same views, but the latter did 
not believe ‘hat the BEntente would 
trust any independent secialist cab- 
inet, firstly, because, the Rundschau 
deciared, such a cabinet would be 
incapable of fulfilling the peace con- 
ditions, and, secondly, because the 
Allies fear that their own laboring 
classes might be by 
the spirit of Bolshevism,

THE WATCHMAN. 


TREND OF POLITICAL THOUGHT 
AND ACTION. 


By the Sentry on His Beat. 

One of the most interesting bits 
of political news today is that with- 
in the next few days a Leonard 
Wood-for-President Club will be or- 
ganized in Los Angeles, and that itn 
ite personnel will be included all 
factions of the Republican party. 

Gen, Leonard Wood will come to 
Los Angeles in the early part of 
September, and will give at least 
one address here. During this visit 
to the Pacific Coast he will alse 

tarry at-Santa Barbara and San 
| Francisco. The movement in favot 

of Gen. Wood as the Republican 
nominee for President of the United 
States is said to be steadily grow- 
ing in the East and Middle West.’ 
Headquarters for the movement were 
opened in Washington last wek. with 
John T. King and Senator Moses 
of New Hampshire in charee. 

Gen. Wood is an outstanding 
figure in military life, an Ameri- 
can citizen of broad and high spirit, 
and he will appeal strongly to the 
citizenship of the United States gen- 
erally, regardless of party lines, 
should he be the national standard- 
bearer of the Republican party. 

He is the senior Major-General of 
the United States Regular Army. 
Under the McKinley administration 
he was physician at the White 
House, and when the Spanish-Amer- 
ican War began he became colonel 
of the First American Rough 
Riders, of which Roosevelt was the 
Heutenant-colonel. At the close of 
the war he was transferred to the 
line and made a brigadier-general. 
In Cuba he made a record by his 
general clean-up of moral conditions. 
later he had charge of ‘all the 
troops in the Philippines and China 
—<during 1906-7-8—and Pershing 
and Bliss were under him. 


Happy Democrats.

He believes 
that the national campaign issues 
will center around questions of re- 
construction and leadership. but he 
carefully sidestepped questions as 
to possible tariff headjustments to 
meet war conditions.

On the way Capt. Dun- 
can used the cowbell ag a cooking 
utensil, and it was among his most 
prized possessions when he and bi« 
family were released by the British 
after the Indian -war.

The policy of the new association 
is set forth in the following creed. 
a copy of that which was given the 
directors and which they approved: 

EMPLOYEES’ CREED. 

(1.) Labor has the right to or- 

ganize and bargain collectively. 


(2.) Labor cannot exist without 
capital—capital cannot be without 
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labor. 

(3.) Capital and labor have equal 
rights 

(4.) Labor and capital are equa! 
partners. 

(5.) Capital supplies the plant 
and equipment; labor takés it and 
earns revenue. 

(6.) Capital cannot pay wages 


unless labor earns it for «hem. 

(7.) Therefore the above funda- 
mentais being agreed to by both 
capital and labor of the Western 
Union Company. both parties will 
put forth their best efforts to earn 
the maximum of revenue, that the 
@ividends of the stockholders and 
the wages of the employees shall be 
the maximu possible. 

As a consequence, the Western 
Union not only pays the highest 
Wages said to be possible with its 
revenue, but treats each employee's 
annual wages as so much'satock and 
declares a dividend upon the annua! 
Wage at the same time and in the 
same proportion as that of the 
stockholders. This arrangement was 
Put into effect about a year before 
the government took over the wires. 
when the Postmaster-General put a 


y 
“bonuses” to its employees. The 
Western Union announced at the 
time, however, that they would con. 
tinue the profit-sharing plan as 
soon as the government released the 
wires. 


OTHER BENEFITS. 


In addition to the profit sharing 
there is a benefit plan in operation 
under which the maximum benefits 
are: Full pay for thirteen weeks 
and one-half pay for thirty-nine 
weeks to any employee in any de- 
partment who becomes sick; death 
from any cause, one year’s salary 
to dependents. If killed in dis- 
charge of duty, three years’ wages 
not exceeding $5000. All employees 
who remain in the service one year 
are granted one week's vacation 
with full pay and after two years 
service, two weeks’ vacation annual- 
ly with full pav. The lowest wages 
paid telegraph operators (begin- 
ners) is $2.70 per day. The high- 
est, $6.30 per day. Eight hours con- 
stitute a day's work in all depart- 
ments, with time and a half fer 
overtime. The average salary paid 
operators (those who are good and 
not beginners) is $1500 annually, 
which includes two weeks’ vacation 
on pay.

Indeed, one might say that 
in greatest lovers of the vocal pro- 
fession are the most assiduous ad- 
mirers of programme-music, for they 
are the ones who vibrate as an Eo- 
lian harp in the wind, to every pass- 
ifig emotion, and whose lives are 
made up of waying and shifting sen- 
tiveness to physical and sentimental! 
appeals, rather than to that even 
balance of heart and mind which 
gives birth to profound thinking, and 
which creates art. 

Again, the effort of perfecting the 
human voice is a far less technical 
difficulty than even the playing of an 
instrument. Five years suffices to 
round out the sounds for any pitch 
of voice, and while the practice of 
the voice must be continued, how dif- 
ferent is the life of hard grind which 
the violin or piano virtuoso has to 
undergo. And even his expression 
has more to do with the vehicle of 
articulation than with art it- 
self. Singing also is more an 
accidental gift, and the perfection 
of ite attainment requires more 
specific techique, than broad musical 
knewledge, or organizational ability. 
And this ability to organize, which 
implies a profoung philosophical 
mind, is the first requisite of even 
the slighter forms of art creation. 

Moreover, even admitting for the 
moment that the singer is an artist, 
compare his slightness of effect to 
the composer. The latter not only 
writes and builds with architectonic 
solidity his songs, developments of 
themes, his arabesques of forms, but 
also uses every instrument of his 
orchestra as an integer to a grand

Not a minute older than when he 
last visited the city, even in the 
face of the arduous demands in 
musical life in big New York, Les- 


ter Donahue has returned to Los 
}Angeles for the summer and is 
stopping at the residence of his 
mother, Mrs. Jane Donahue, 682 
South Burlington avenue. Along 
with his accomplishments at the 
Keyboard, this clever young pianist 
seems to have discovered the secret 
of remaining perennially youthful. 


And as to how he does it? Well. 
that would be giving away the se- 
cret. However, hue admits 
this much that it grows out of a 
judicious mingling of work and re- 
laxation, and, above all, having your 
heart bound up in your endeavors. 
Even ill health can't take away the 
joy of NMving pro the clear 
point and purpose of the musician 
are kept always in mind. 

Mr. Donahue does not regard the 
Past season as one of his most suc- 
cessful in New York. He waé tak- 
en sick with the flu last fall and 
did not fully recuperate until in 
the spring. However, next vear will 
be one of the most brilliant he has 
ever had in the East. 

Donahue is probably the most 
successful planist ever sent to 
New York to carry California's fame 
thither. His recitals have been 
splendidly received and next year 
he is going to expand his endeavors 
within New York. He is now un- 
Ger the management of the Musical 
League, which is affiliated with the 
Wolfsohn's. Engagements have al- 
ready been arranged for three con- 
certs at Aeolian Hall, one Sunday- 
night concert at the Metropolitan, 
and several other private appear- 
ances. He may also visit Chicag® 
and Boston, although definite ar-' 
rangements have not yet been made. 
During these recitals he is planning 
to introduce a large number of new 
Russian compositions, as well as 
those of Debussy, Ravel and the 
Spanish composer, Albeniz. Dona- 
hue has been making records for the 
Duo-Art, with great success. He 
is very pleased with his recent rec- 
Orde and notes a efeat improve- 
ment over mechanical results of a 
few years ago. During his sojoura 
in California he will be heard in re- 
cital at least once, Thursday evening 
at the Alexandria. 

“This has been a violinist’s year tn 
New York,” said Mr. Donahue, in 
speaking of the season. “Heifetz, 
of course, ruled supreme among the 
virtugsi we heard the past season. 
Others who met with great success 
were Toscha Seidel and Max Rosen. 
“Among the pianists we had 
Rachmaninoff, Arthur Rubinstein 
and Alfred Cortot. I went to hear 
Rachmaninoff several times, and he 
has a wonderful command over the 
instrument. His personality is of 
the type that makes you feel the 
things he plays. He has the quality 
of bigness in his conception. Ru- 
binstein is remarkable in the in- 
timacy of his renditions. I ike bet- 
ter than anything else to hear him 
in the drawing-room. Cortot I al- 
so found remarkably interesting. 
“In the majority of recitals on the 
piano one feels of something lack- 
ing. I think that this is due to 
the growing and overmastering pop- 
wlarity of the orchestra. Pianisti 
art and the piano itself have not

ishown a development that corre- 


sponds to other lines or artistic en- 
deavor. Piano playing is really in 
a critical stage. Just exactly what it 
is one feele the need of in the in- 
strument and the methods of play- 
ing it is difficult to determine.

PROVIDING RESERVE. 


Famous Players Meeting Extgencics 
of New System. 


Completion of fifty-one productions 
by September 1 is the goal set by 
the Famous Players-Lasky Company 
in connection with their new sys- 
tem for the distribution of Para- 
mount-Artcraft features. It ig neces- 
sary that a large number of pictures 
so that exhib- 
itors can be supplied with enough 
material for their presentations, ac- 
cording to Jesse L. Lasky, first vice- 
Sanger ty of the company, now in 

this city. 

“Time—or rather, “ar of it— 
has invariably been 
problem with which the putt of 
motion pictures has had to con- 
tend,”’ said Mr. Lasky. “The old sys- 
tem made it necessary for the ex- 
hibitor to insure himself against 
running short of attractions. He 
made up his programme for the com- 
ing year under contract with the 
producer, using the output of cer- 
tain stars. It was then the produc- 
er’s duty to make as many pictures 
as were demanded in the contracts. 
Obviously only a certain time would 
be allotted to each production. 
It has often been necessary to rush 
through a certain film when a littie 
more time would have resulted in a 
better production. Sometimes a suit- 
able story for a certain star was not 
available, and a mediocre story had 
to be used. Then the star had to put 
the story over. 

“This was obviously wrong, but it 
was the best that could be done un- 
der the circumstances. We threshed 
the matter out pro and con during 
my recent trip to New York, and 
finally hit upon the selective booking 
plan, which goes into effect Septem- 
ber 1. Hach and every picture wii! 
be made and sold separately, and 
each picture will be given just as 
much time as is required for a per- 
fect production and no schedule will 
have to be met.”

been completed by September 1, Mr.

ATLANTIC CITY (N. J.) June 21. 
—Samuel Gompers Was re-elected 
president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor today at the organisa- 
tion’s convention here and was voted 
& salary of $10.000 a year. One 
radical voted against the re-elec- 
tion of Mr. Gompers and a handful 
of delegates sat while the rest 
staged a demonstration in honor of 
their leader, who said his election 
Was organized labor's answer to its 
traducers and oponents. 

Second in importance was the 
adoption of a resolution directing 
the executive council to investigate 
and act in regard to a joint resolu- 
tion now before Congress provid- 
ing for establishment of a con- 
ference of industrial. heads in ac- 
cordance with plans recently an- 
nounced in Washington by Basil M. 
Maniy, joint chairman of the na- 
tional war labor board. According 
to information submitted to the 
convention, the plan would bring 
together industria] heads and union 
labor leaders “to study problems 

+ affecting capital and igbor and sug- 
gest remedial legisiation.”

President Gompers announced he 
sent a te sponsors of the 
resolution in the Senate and House 
as soon as he had heard about the 
pian. The message, addressed to 
Senator Poindexter and Representa- 
tive M. Clyde Kelly of Pennsylvania, 
follows:

WILLARD HAS 
NOT LOAFED.

Willard into many traps, hit him 
almost anywhere and everywhere 
and any time, but to no avail. Not 
only was Willard game, but he was 
primed to withstand a _ terrible 
pounding. And then, when the time 
came, he still had enough left to 


make the job complete—he still had 
enough strength left to climb the 
few remaining steps to the pin- 
nacle. 

I often wonder if the layman, 
the man who pays his money to sit 
at the ringside, and who enjoys a 
good boxing bout, realizes how much 
training and what excellent condi- 
tion is demanded of a heman 
frame to endure twenty-six three- 
minute rounds in a sparring exhibi- 
tion. If it is a terrific tax in twenty- 
six rounds of light work, how much 
greater a tax it must be In a bout 
where an opponent is cutting loose 
with everything he has every time 
he starts one? A human machine 
that was not in the best possible 
working condition could never stand 
t. 


It seems to me that Willard is 
rapidly approaching a atate of 
physical perfection. And yet, there 
is one point that I admit I am a 
bit skeptical about. In expressing 
this doubt, I do not want anyone to 
believe that IT am trying in the least 
to reflect upon Jess Willard.* It is 
merely a doubt that is born of a 
knowledge of training, and _ all 
athletes who are idle for any length 
of time are prone to meet. I won- 
der if the outward appearance may 
not be deceptive. I wonder if be- 
neath—far beneath—there may not 
be fatty substance that all the 
heavy work in the world will not 
eliminate? 

There have been instances of 
where men have tried to come 
back—and we must agree that in 
Willard’s case it somewhat of a 
come-back—and have worked their 
heads off to attain that old-time per- 
fection of condition, and outwardly 


objective, but when the real test 
came they found they were not there. 
They found that old adage that “ap- 
pearances are deceptive” was never 
truer than when applied to ath- 
letics. 

Mike Murphy, the veteran trainer 
of Pennsylvania athletes, once said 
aman may appear to he in perfect 
physical condition.

After writing all this, I am com- 
pelled to add that I am not of the 
opinion that Willard its fat inside. 


f am willing thus far to necseen | 
outward appearances at face value 


and to believe that he has already 
traveled over a big portion of the 
dusty road of training. Witlard 
has always been an exception. There 
is no g00d reason why he should 
not continue to be. His stunts 
while traveling with hie own circus 
no doubt have contributed to his 
present excellent condition. Cer- 
tain it is that while he was riding 
horses and boxing exhibition bouts 
he was far from living the lazy, 
careless life that so many athietes 
have lived in the past. I'll tell the 
world there ig a deal of difference 
between sitting astride a horse and 
lolling back ina easy chair.

I do 
not look for any such sort of bout. 
I believe that the winner, whoever 
it happens to be, will know that he 
has been in a fight. 

Willard is not making the mistake 
of holding Dempsey lightly.

STEBAN CANTU, Gayernor of the 

Northern District of Lower California, 
has given the interstate and international 
quarantine leagu idea a big boost by 
his hearty indorsement of the plans 
of the league, and by his action in 
barring the entry of cotton and cottonseed 
into his territory except through specified 
ports and upon right inspection by Califor- 
nia authorities. 

California agd Lower California are as 
yet free from the destructive cotton boll 
weevil and the pink boll worm, which have 
caused millions of dollars’ damage to the 
cotton crops of the Southern States and to 
cotton in the Laguna district of Mexico. 
Gov. Cantu has promulgated, through 
the officials of the Commune Agricola 
rigid regu- 
lations zoverning the entry into the Terri- 
tory of any cotton or cottonseed. The 
ports of entry designated for such imports 
are Mexicali and Algodones, both in the 
Lower California portion of the Imperial 
Valley. Importhtion is allowed only upon 
application, to which has been appended a 
signed certificate from a California Horticul- 
tural Commissioner, showing the cotton or 
seed to be free from infestation. No cot- 
ton or cottonseed may be imported fron{ 
hnsenada, Tecate, or by means of the new- 
ly opened channel of communication with 
the West Coast of Mexico, the Gulf of Cali- 
fornia and the navigable portion of the Colo- 
rado River 

A. Pellegrin of Mexicali and O. A. Pratt 
of Calexico, personal representatives of 
Gov, Cantu, expressed the hearty co-opora- 
tion of that official in the aims of the West- 
ern Plant Quarantine League at the organ- 
ization of that body at Riverside, the last 
week in May. The representatives 
of the thriving Mexican Territory as- 
sured the delegates assembled during 
Horticultural Week that it was Gov. Can- 
tu’s Intention to keep his district as clean 
of plant pests as California. Thus the 
great cotton industry of Imperial Valley, 
both above and below the international 
border, is protected by two powerful organ- 
izations, the California Horticultural Com- 
mission and the Commune Agricola of 
Northern Lower California.

TIM&S Farm and Tractor Section 

has been taken to task for printing the 
truth about the recent tractor show at Sac- 
ramento. The objectors seem to feel that 
this publication should have winked at the 
facts and printed a glowing report, lauding 
the management and whooping things up 
generally. No other interpretation can be 
placed upon their utterancés. They even 
reproachfully point out that some of the 
California farm journals have done them 
this supposed favor. Because the Farm and 
Tractor Section took the opposite course 
they have gone to no end of trouble trying 
to stir up a rumpus about it. 

The republication in this section of an 
article from a Sacramento paper, declaring 
the northern show to have been a fizzle and 
blaming its manager, has aroused the ire of 
some of the exhibitors, especially in the 
North, and these few needlessly excited in- 
dividuals have been making an effort to 
represent that the Farm and Tractor Section 
has attacked the tractor industry of Cali- 
fornia. 

This journal will frankly admit that it 
has no surplus of admiration for the particu- 
lar sheet that was the source of its scisg 
sored criticism, but that paper's observa- 


tions, the reader may rest assured, would 
not have been reproduced had not the show 
been the failure described. At that, there 
has been no rubbing it in. The Farm and 
Tractor Section has believed that the ex- 
hibitors were disappointed enough as it was 
and that, as the failure of the demonstra- 
tion was not in any wise their fault, 
the less said about the thing, outside of the 
actual publication of the news, the better. 
And that is where this journal would have 
chosen to have let the thing rest. There 
has been a deliberate and studied effort 
upon the part of a few disgruntled persons, 
however, not only to punish the Farm and 
Tractor Section for keeping faith with ita 
readers and publishing the plain, undictated 
facts, but to disseminate the preposterous

ly amounts to millions of dollars. In fact, 
there is probably no one source of loss of 
such great importance and so universally 
general as that due to the depredations of 
crop pests and diseases. And the sad fea- 
ture of it all, according to careful students 
of the situation, is that a very large part 
of this annual loss could be avoided were 
farmers in general sufficiently alert and 
well informed as to undertake control or 
preventive measures at the proper time.

the Sacramento show. 

The Sacramento show, although admit- 
tedly very creditable tn point of exhibits and 
features, was about the ghastliest “frost” 
imaginable with regard to attendance and 
interest. The Farm and Tractor Section did 
not have to take the word of anybody for 
that. It had a representative on the spot. 
Whether the failure was due to the poor 
management of the manager, R. M. O'Neill, 
as asserted in the Sacramento paper, or to 
some other cause, the fact remains that the 
demonstration did not draw the crowds that 
generally attend such shows. This fact is 
candidly and publicly admitted by all the 
exhibitors, save the few who hold to the 
peculiar theory that it is an advertiser's 
right to demand that news be glossed over 
to suit his fancy. 


O. B. Thomas, tractor sales manager for 
the California Moline Plow Company, and 
one of the leading exhibitors, has this to 
say of the Sacramento demonstration in the 
June number of the Implement Record:

For, realizing the magnitude of the crop 
wastage due to these two causes the Fed- 
eral Department of Argiculture and the 
various State agricultural experiment sta- 
tions three years ago established depart- 
ments of plant pathology and economic 
entomology for the purpose of investi- 
gating these difficulties and working out 
methods of control or prevention.: And 
that they have done their work well is at- 
tested by the fact that entirely satisfac 
tory and practicable methods for control- 
ing many of the most serious pests and dis- 
eases have been worked out. While there 
ate still many problems in these two fields 
to be solved, the success of these institu- 
tions in solving so many of these difficul- 
ties during the past fifty years and more, 
at least, augurs well for the future. 
Forehandedness is a quality of the ut- 
most value to the farmer. n ounce of 
prevention is truly worth a pound of cure 
when it comes to crop pests and diseases. 
After the damage is done, it is too late to 
undertake preventive measures. Many 
farmers, nevertheless, fall to see any 
cause for worry until it is practically too 
late to do anything to save their crops. 
The farmer who satisfactorily controls his 
pests and diseases is the man who keeps 
himself informed at all times as to the con- 
dition of his crops and at the first indi 
cations of trouble undertakes suitable pre- 
ventive measures. With certain of the 
more common diseases and pests of crops, 


careful farmers have learned that pre 
ventive measures are the best insurance 
agg can take out, even though it might 
- be possible occasionally te escape infesta- 
on. 

Take, for example, the matter of dipping 
seed potatoes. All successful growers 
recognize treatment of seed potatoes as an 
absolute prerequisite for continued profit- 
able returns, With wilt, dry rot, scab and 
rhizoctonia present in so many of our soils, 
it is taking a foolhardy chance not to 
treat the seed before planting. And yet 
many failed to do so this spring, with the 
result that now as harvesting time is ap 
proaching, crop prospects are considerably 
decreased on account of these diseases, 
The same holds true with the winter spray- 
ing of peaches and apricots. Ali up-to-date 
fruit growers now that two dormant spray- 
ings with lime-sulphur will absolutely con- 
trol bud blight, shot-hole fungus and leaf 
cure. With these diseases so universally 
prevalent, dormant spraying is nothing 


] more than a good form of insurance. And 


still but few growers, comparatively speak- 
ar eee regularly spray their peach and apri- 
NOW WORRYING GROWERS. 

As just indicated, bud blight and leaf 
curl of peaches, and shot-hole fungus on 
the apricot and almond are now giving 
growers considerable worry. Unfortunate- 
ly, there is but little to do at the present 


‘time for these diseases, the time when ef- 


fective control measures could have been 
undertaken being now long past. One spray- 
with commercial lime-sulphur in November 
and another just as the buds are swelling 
in the spring will absolutely control these 
diseases. 

Another disease of fruit trees causing 
considerable uneasiness among fruit 
growers at the present moment is pear 
blight, which attacks pears, apples, quinces, 
loguats and occasionally plums, but which 
ig very much worse on pears than with the 
other fruits mentioned. Of bacterial 
origin, this disease is extremely difficult to 
control, the only method giving any results 
at all being aseptic excision. The greatest 
of care must be taken to go over infected 


‘trees repeatedly, cutting out all diseased 


tissues and parts back some distance into 
the healthy growth. All cutting tools must 
be thoroughly sterilized between cuts, pre 
ferably in corrosive sublimate (1-1000) and 
prunings should be carefully burned. 

Grape mildew may be readily controlled 
by dusting with sulphur at the first ap- 
pearance. A second dusting is sometimes 
necessary if weather conditions are favor- 
able for mildew activity. 

Walnut blight, another bacterial disease, 
has not been unusually active this present 
season, although readily found in most wal 
nut-growing districts. No 
method of control for this disease has ever 
been found. About the only recommenda- 
tion which can be made is to keep the trees 


SOME PESKY BUGS. 


Red spider is one of the insect pests now 
giving fruit growers, and particularly cit- 
rug growers, consi ble uneasiness. This 
pest, which really does not belong to the 
insecta order, but is a true mite, comes and 
goes with astonishing rapidity and may 
cause extensive damage before a grower 
realizes that it is even serious. With 
citrus, the common methods of control are 
dusting with powreder sulphur and spray- 
ing with a 2% or 3 per cent. lime-sulphur 
solution. For almonds and prunes, and other 
deciduous, dusting with the dry sulphur is 
to be advised, or the use of lime-sulphur In 
a 2 per cent. solution. Treatment must be 
repeated as often as necessary during the 
summer and fall. 

Aphis on the walnuts has been giving 
considerable trouble during the past few 
weeks. The perfection, by Professor R. E. 
Smith of a new dusting compound of hy- 
drated lime, kaolin and black leaf 40, con- 
taining about 1 per cent, nicotine, bids fair 
to satisfactorily solve the control of this 
serious pest of walnuts. The material is 
applied about three pounds to the tree by 
means of a power blower, and has been 
giving excellent results this season, where 
properly applied. Another satisfactery. but 
more expensive method is the use of black- 
leaf 40, according to the following formula:

ARIZONA HAY DROPS/ 
PHOENIX.—Salt River Valley hay growers 
are far from pleased with a drop in the local 
value of their product to $14 a ton, about 
half the peak price of last year. So they 
are looking after new markets, to replace 
those lost in the abandonment of military 
camps along the border.

EUCALYPTUS TREES 
FOR WINDBREAKS. 


ONTARIO.—In an effort to combat suc- 
cessfully the high desert winds which an- 
}mually sweep the dry ranch country to the 
south and east of this city, plans have been | 
completed, it was announced today, for the 
planting next spring on a scientific basis 
of 150,000 red gum eucalyptus trees to 
serve as windbreaks. 


In recent years the desert winds have 
Wrought serious damage to crops, with the 
result that the matter of checking their 
fury wag recently taken up jointly by the 
farm centers of Ontario and Chino, which. 
together with County Farm Adviser Ber- 
nard Shaper, have formulated plans for the 
initial move. 

Professor Charles J. Booth, head of the 
department of agriculture at Chaffey Junior 
College, hag assured the farm bureau that 
the Chaffey farm will be in a position to 
furnish 100,000 young trees in the 
and the American Beet Sugar oer 
which has suffered heavy damage from the 
winds, has agreed to furmish 50,000. 
the first planting proves successful, more 
trees will be planted later. Plans are also

Slugs on cherries, pears, apples or other 
deciduous may be successful controlled 
through the use of lead arsenate, two 
pounds of the dry powder to 100 zallons of 
water, or by dusting with sulphur, kaolin, 
lime or fine road dust. 

FIELD CROP PESTS. 

Rust and mildew on beans may be ex- 
pected in the not distant future. No thor- 
oughly satisfactory method of control is 
known, about the only recommendation be- 
ing that of dusting with powdered sulphur 
at the first appearance of either of these 
diseases. 


Corn smut cannot be controlled by seed 
treatment. It overwinters in the soil and 
therefore the only rational way of avoiding 


‘| it is to avoid planting on infested soil. De- 


stroying diseased parts as soon as dis- 
covered is recommended. 

Melon wilt is another of that relatively 
large class of little understood. diseases. 
Once the soil is infected, it is best to dis. 
continue planting melons for several years. 
Wilt and summer blight of the tomato, 
are of the same general nature. In certain 
seasons, they are very bad: in others of 
comparatively littl importance. Spraying 
with Bordeaux mixture has been known to 
apparently benefit affected plants. 

Wilt, dry rot, scab and rhizoctonia on 
potatoes can largely be controlled by dipping 
the seed before cutting for an hour and a 
half in a solution of 1-1000 corrosive sub- 
limate made by putting an ounce to 8 gal- 
Ions of water. 

The larva of the tuber moth burrows in 
potatoes and also feeds on the leaves and 
stems of the potato plant. Use clean seed, 
plant deep and hill up well. Keep wilting 
tops away from the tubers when the latter 
are being dug. Do not leave the potatoes 
exposed at harvest time. especially duri 
the afternoon and night, where the moth 
will have access to them. Clean up alli ™ 
the small and broken potatoes left in the 
field and use them for stock feed. Infested 


thoroughly applied, but are usually too ex- 
pensive for field work. Plants should be 
kept as vigorous as possible. 

Red spider injury is very often 
with defficient moisture. It possible the 
crop, especially beans, should be kept well 
irrigated, cultivated and in good healthy 
condition. Begin sulphuring as soon as 
spiders appear and continue through sum- 
mer, using dry sulphur. 

Melon aphis is a pest rather difficult to 
control. Infested plants should be de 
stroyed as soon as they appear, On other 
plants almost all species can be controlled 
by spraying with 40 per cent. nicotine sul 
phate, one pouhd to 200 gallons of water. 
Weak oil emulsions are also effective. 

For grasshoppers scatter freely poison 

bran mash or citrus bran mash according 
to the following formulas: 
Poison bran mash. Bran, twenty4ive 
pounds; white arsenic, one pound; molas- 
ses (cheap biackstrap preferred) two 
quarts. - Mix the arsenic and the bran dry 
and add the molasses, which has been di- 
luted with water. Add enough water and 
mix thoroughly to make a dry mash which 
will broadcast easily. 

Citrus bran mash: white arsenic, one 
pound; molasses (cheap blackstrap pre- 
ferred) two quarts; lemons (or oranges) 
six fruits: water, about four gallons; bran, 
twenty-five pounds. Mix the above mate- 
rials as follows: stir thoroughly the white 
arsenic, molasses and water first. Grind 
the lemons, including the rinds,. in a meat 

inder, or chop fine, and add to this liquid. 

n slowly pour this over the bran and 
stir thoroughly until an even mixture is se- 
cured. 

The amount of water to be used In the 
preparation of these baits will vary accord- 
ing to the coarseness of the bran or sub- 
stitutes. A dry mash is preferable to a 
wet mash because it does not barden one 
the heat of the sun and remains palatabie, 
while wet mash becomes baked and unat- 


tractive. 
GARDEN ENEMIES.

NEW VARIETIES FOUND 
FOR ARIZONA FARMS. 


MESA (Ariz.)—The Arizona Experiment 
Station farm near this city, which has been 
in operation only three years, has done much 
in testing grains and demonstrating graia 
culture methods especially suited to Arizona 
conditions. Last year an experiment fafm 
wheat plot was 1 per ceft. smutty. As a 
test, seed from this plot was divided. A 
part was planted without treatment. 

balance was dipped in a solution made by 


mixing one pint of formalin in forty gallons 
of water, covering with canvas for a while 
and then drying rapidly. Both plantings 
now are being harvested. The treated area 
is free from smut, while the balance con- 
tains more than one-half smutted heads. 
The farm wheat yields are above forty-five 
bushels to the acre, the best results se- 
cured where only fifty pounds of seed was 
sowed, Nine varieties were tested. A 
better variety than Early’ Baart has been 
secured, now called Arizona 39. Excellent 
results have been obtained from plantings 
of Abruzzi rye, found well adapted to Art- 
zona. 

Thus far, no fertilization, generally speak- 
ing, has been given the Arizona cotton 
fields, save to alternate the cropped area 
with alfalfa. But the Mesa farm has been 
taking up the matter of cotton fertilization, 
against a time of possible need, using stable 
manure, cottonseed meal, nitrate of eoda, 
phosphate, etc. Especial interest, however, 
is being taken in the intercropving of cot- 
ton with legumes. As an example, every 
third row may be one of cow peas, with 
some of the cow pea rows inoculated with 
nitrogenous cultures..

PREPARE TO FUMIGATE. _ 

REDLANDS. — Preparations are being 
made to fumigate a number of the citrus 
groves In the Redlands district this sum- 
mer, Most of the groves have not been 
fumigated for three years, some for a long- 
er period than that, and it will be neces- 
sary to go aver several hundred acres. On 
the north side there has been found a large 
acreage infested with the citricola. On 
the south side, or the hill groves, the yellow 
scale has a foothold in many places. This 
year, in all probability, two crews with 


used in the fumigating. It is all done now 
by private companies who have taken over 
the business since the last general fu- 
migating by the County Supervisors. Sev- 
eral years ago the Supervisors went over 
all the groves in the whole county and 
cleaned them up good.

GET THE GOPHERS. 
The gopher is a bigger “bug” and a tough 
customer. The cheapest method of control 


is by poisoning, which should be supple 
mented by trapping, flooding and fumigat- 
ing with carbon bisulphide. For poisoning, 
the following formula has proved the most 
successful: Sweet potatoes, parsnips or 
strychnine alkaloid, 
flour paste, 
half pint saccharine, one-sixteenth ounce. 
Chop the vegetables or cut them with a 
knife into one-half-inch cubes. Make a thin 
paste of four and water and boll for a few 
minutes. Stir the strychnine and saccharine 
into one-half pint of the cooked paste and 
pour it over the chopped vegetables. stir- 
until each is coated. Two or 
hree of these cu are to be dropped into 
way.

The bugs 
usually gather in sheltered places in trash 
or under boards lying on the ground, where 
they may be taken quite easily. 

The diabrotica is a green beetle with 
lar to this insect, but is slightly smaller 
and with three black stripes on the back. 
They feed on the principal garden crops. 
alfalfa and many decorative plants. For 
the latter, hand picking is the chief de 
pendence. Vegetables may be sprayed 
with arsenate of lead (the neutral or basic 
type being the safer.) four pounds to fifty 
gallons of water.

cent.; and lambs, the low rate of 4.83 per 
cent. for losses from disease and exposure, 
compared with the eight-year average of 
5.76 per cent, 

On account of exposure, the cattle losses 
of the preceding year, 1.58 per cent., are 
above the ten-year average of 1.43 per cent.; 
but the sheep losses of 2.51 per cent. were 
below the average of 2.86 per cent. 

In number of animals, the farm horses 
lost from disease during the last year were 
ever 415,000; cattle, from disease and ex- 
posure, nearly 2.247,000: swine, from dis- 
ease, nearly, 3,128,000; sheep, from disease 
and exposure, nearly 1,606,000. The money 
loss due to these mortalities is not reported, 
but, computed at the average value for all 
animals of each kind, the aggregate would 
amount to more than $200,000,000.

a of the world, and Uru y and 
New Zealand are of large, thou of sec 


ondary, importance, while Brazil has 
started beef productia and export that 
will assume enormous proportions if ex- 
pectations are realized. These facts are 


The United States was far in the lead 
as an exporter of beef for many years, un- 
til the beef-producing resources of Argen- 
tina began to be utilized systematically. By 
1909 Argentina took precedence in exports, 
although it had temporarily held it in 1903. 
While the beef exports of the United States 
were seriously declining from 1911 to 1914, 
until in the latter year they were less than 
ee imports, Australia stepped ahead of 

country as a beef producer and held 
second place, after Argentina, until 1915. 


HIGHEST SURPLUS. 


The beef exports of the United States 
reached a summit of 731,000,000 pounds in 
the fiscal year beginning in 1996, and there 
Was only a trace of imports. A downhill 
course followed and by the calendar year 
1914, the tmports exceeded the exports by 
93,000,000 pounds. In that year the im- 
ports were 259,000,000 pounds, but in sub 


sequent years beef imports have been much 


lees, although considerable, and they 
should be subtracted from the exports to 
arrive at the national beef surplus, This 
surplus, including a share of the unidenti- 
fied meat, quickly rose to 425,000,000 pounds 
in 1915, was considerably below this quanti- 
ty im the two following .years, and ex- 
panded to 766,000,000 pounds in 1918, over- 
topping the highest previous year, 1906, by 
35,000,000 pounds. The gross exports of 
domestic beef in 1918 were about 800,000, 
000 sunds. 

Argentina had forged steadily ahead and 
permanently passed the United States in 
exports of beef in 1909, in which year the 
Argentjna exports amounted to 621,000,000 
pounds. By 1917 this quantity was wore 
than doubled, and the record of that year 
stands at 1,334,000,000 pounds, including 
the meat unidentified in the trade report. 

As far back as 1895 Argentina exported 
250,000,000 pounds of beef, but the aubse- 
quent exports were much below this until 
1910, when 252,000,000 pounds were ex- 
ported.

MOST CATTLE IN UNITED STATES. 

Beef exports in these three countries 
are not uniformly related to the number 
of cattle supposed to be om hand. either 
by census enumeration or by estimate. In 
the United States there were 51,000,- 


followed to 68,000,000. cattle in 
ing the record for 1900. _ 

Argentina cattle never with certainty ex- 
ceeded 29,124,000 head, according to the cen- 
sus report for 1908. The census of 1914 found 
only 25,867,000 cattle, and the estimate for 
1918 is 27,050,000 cattle. In Australia the num- 
ber of cattle has ranged from about 9,000.,- 
000 to 12,000,000 head during the last nine- 
teen years and in the more recent years 
ne at 10,000,000 to 11,000,000 

It is apparent from the foregoing fig- 
ures that increase of cattle in these three 

countries is a matter of some difficulty. A 
promising progression for a few years has 
been followed by a reversion, and this 
again by a progression, but in each of 
these countries the present number of cat- 
tle barely equals the number of about 
twenty years ago, and yet the average year- 
ly exports of beef from these countries 
{above imports for the United States) in- 
creased from 925,000,000 pounds in 1895- 
1904 to 1,344.990.000 pounds in 1905-1914, 
and to 1,909.000.000 pounds in 1915-1917. 

Gain of beef exports without correspond- 
ing gain in number of cattle on hand has 
been made possible by a more rapid turn- 
over by means of slaughtering at younger 
ages. by a breeding-up process, resulting In 
heavier, beefy animals, and by more inten- 
sive feeding.

SHOW A SUCCESS. 


The Los Angeles goat show held Satur. 
day, Jume 14, at Fifth and Olive directs, 
under the auspices of the American Goat 
Breeders’ Association, was one of the most 
successful events o fthe kind over held on 
the Pacific Coast. 

The rapidly growing popularity of goats 
as @ source of milk supply was demon- 


strated by the interest which the spectators 
took in the exhibits. This show, following 


two weeks ago in Pasadena, and attracting 
large crowds both afternoon and evening, 
provided further evidence that more and. 
more people are realizing the advantages 
of keeping goats. 

There were 260 entries ,about one-half 
Toggenburg and the rest Saanen, Saanu- 
bian, Nubians and Nubergs. There were 
a number of world’s record and production 
record does in the show that had never 
before been shown in public. 

Among these were the pure-bred Saanen 
doe, Bonnie Mae, holder of the world's rec- 
ord for milk production over all breeds and 
all ages. She has given eighteen pounds 
and one ounce of milk in a day, which is 
equal to over nine quarts. She is now 
owned by L. C. Buhl of Uplands. Other 
noted Saanen does in the show were Alta 
Jure and Alta Joybelle, two of R. R. 
Glahn’s fine animals. 

Among the Toggenberg does was Poll 
Mae. Her record for one day is 15. 
pounds of milk equal to 7.5 quarts. *She 
is No. 5 in the Advance milk record of the 
A.M.G.R.A. Her achievement is supposed 
to be a world’s record for Toggenberg does. 
This doe also has the distinction of faving 
dropped five perfect living kids this year. 
She was never before shown. 

The doe winning first in the milk con- 
test for grade does held recently by the 
American Goat Breeders’ Association was 
also on exhibition for the first time. Her 
hame is Lauretta ,and ber record is 142 
pounds of milk, equal to over seven quarts 
in one day. She is owned by the Alpine 
Dairy of Long Beach. 

The financial value of the animals in 
the show, according to Joy Winans, the 
manager, was fully $60,000. 

Dr. 3. H. Hester of Santa Barbara, As- 
sistant County Farm Adviser G. E. Gordon 
of Los Angeles, and Henry Siemer of Los 
Angeles, jointly placed the awards. 

Their decisions gave satisfaction to a 
maiority of the exhibitors.

salesmen and the spectators present and 
proceeded along the line to each lot, carry- 
ing out the same procedure. The result 
showed fifty-nine different makes of tractors 
in operation, something like 248 salesmen 
and service men and 206 spectators. In or- 
der that we might make this as positive a 
canvass as possible, we had two different 
men make the rounds and the above result 
was the average. As Saturday was perhaps 
the best day we had, it is readily to be seen 
that the buying crowd was minus.” 


One can imagjne the emotions of tha 206 
upon learning of Manager O'Neill's subse- 
quently announced estimate of “sixty-five 
thousand” total attendance at the demon- 
stration. It would be interesting, too, to 
know whether the Implement Record has 
been. properly scolded by the same would- 
be editorial supervisors of tractor and im- 
plement news who have so objected to 
Southern California readers getting the 
truth about the Sacramento show. 


The Sacramento show, so far as that 
goes, is a thing of the past. It is to be re- 
gretted that a demonstration, the success 
of which was so earnesly desired and de- 
served by manufacturers and dealers, should 
not have come up to expectations. The 
tractor industry isn’t ruined, or even hurt, 
however, merely because a tractor show 
held in Sacramento wasn’t a success and 
because some of the exhibitors and a few 
publications came frankly out and said so. 

The Farm and Tractor Section naturally 
assumes that the great majority of the men 
engaged in the tractor and implement busi- 
ness want the farm journals to publ'sh the 
truth about the development of the vitally 
important industry in which they are inter- 
ested.

rapid development of the tractor industry 
is calling for thousands of men all over the 
eountry, and the demand for qualified men 
wil) probably not be filled for at least two 
years and perhaps longer. 

Tractor makers have been forced to send 
their expert sales and service lieutenants to 
distributing agencies, thus robbing the home 
plant of valuable aides, and this condition 
will not much longer be maintained. Neither 
ean the manufacturers be expected to send 
their experts on long trips throughout the 
country to repair machines or to teach men 
to do the repairing. Nor is it fair to tractor 
owners to expect them to pay for such trips. 

_Tractor service, it is recognized, must be 
placed on some such basis as automobile re- 
pair service. Certain tractor troubles need 
certain specialists, and these specialists 
should be available when the tractor owner 
meets trouble. Frequently, the local garage 
man can make the needed repairs, but cften 
the trouble is beyond him. As tractors be- 
come more numerous these conditions will 
be multiplied and will cause sales difficul- 
ties unless steps are taken to remedy them, 
and this remedy is the training of men to 
perform each service required. 

The course of instruction and practice re- 
quired of tractor service experts should in- 
clude a regular course at some good tractor 

ool or at the tractor factories, this course 

include both the theoretical and practical 
sides of tractor instruction and a study of 
all possible kinds of tractor troubies, with 
the remedies. 

Owners of tractors should train them- 
selves to become proficient in tractor up- 
keep and repair, but there are many in- 
stances in which the owner is unable to 
make the repair. It is stated that but 20 
per cent. of the tractor owners of the coun- 
try made the necessary revairs last year. 
It is here the tractor expert, trained in the 

theoretical and practical sides of the repair 
and overhauling business, steps in, as effi- 
clency dictates.

FARM CENTER MEETS. 

SAN FERNANDO.—With Farm Adviser 
Gordon as the main speaker of the eve- 
ning, the local farm bureau center held its 
regular meeting last week. Mr. Gordon 
spcke on the new era in farm bureau work 
and upon the activities of the organization 
throughout the other thirty-five farm 
reau counties in the State, presenting the 
proposed State federation of county farm 
bureaus, which was passed on favorably by 
the local center. More than 25,000 farmers, 
Mr. Gordon said, are on the membership 
list of the bureaus in California, while the 
national farm bureau membership is near- 
ly a million. Seventeen States already have 
State-wide organizations. The local pro 
gramme for work during the next year was 
discussed and after considerable delibera- 
tion, it was decided that this center should 
concentrate upon a number of citrus prob- 
lems, including scalybark, fertilization and 
June drop, shovld undertake further work 
on the proposed lower winter water rate 
for the valley, and should encourage more 
general live stock raising. President Vol- 
ney H. Craig presented a report on the pres- 
ent status of the water rate pro ‘

ing blocks under each end. It may be neces- 
sary to use paper liners in the blocking 
operation. 

(4.) By cutting small notches along the 
shaft line of the cardboard liner, both the 
rtop afd the bottom box cah be poured at 
the same time. These notches are cut to 
permit the breaking apart of cap and base 
after pouring. 

(5.) The liners are now in place and the 
lower half of the box is ready to receive the 
cap. A mixture of fine clay and water, 
making a paste of the consistency of putty, 
is used to plaster around the box to prevent 
leakage. Care must be taken not to allow 
the babbitt to come into contact with the 
clay. 

(6.) Heat the babbitt in a ladle, testing 
its temperature with a pine stick, which 
will char but not catch fire when it is 
heated to the proper temperature. Remove 
scum from top of babbitt. 

(7.) Pour the babbitt, using care to pour 
it quickly. - Exhaust holes should be pro 
vided on each side of the pouring hole in 
the bearing cap to permit proper pouring.
